He was polishing liLs eyeglas.se.s 
with a large, white handkerchief 
He was saying: “ I like to kill 
them through the feet.” 
Along with 25 calculating, dan­ 
gerous colleagues here, Dr. Stark 
is out to kill off the pests that 
destroy food, shelter and clothing 
and spread disease at an annual 
cost to Americans of $4.0(K).(KM).0(M) 
In many cases, the quarry Dr. 
.Stark stalk.s are almost too small 
to .see. Hut in their mass attacks 
on Hie food supplies of this country, 
they yearly eat enough to fe<*d 
lO.iXMi.OOO peofile. There are mites, 
moths, bugs, worms, aphids, hop­ 
pers. roljiTs and spiders. 
There is also the kitchen v ariety 
of housefly. 
It is again.st pestilences such as 
these that Dr. Stark—and others 
like him—are battling. And while 
it i.s good for humanity, it is also 
a highly profitable inv estment for 
the rompanies that finance the re­ 
search. 
The laboratory here in Stam­ 
ford i.s owned by American Uyani 
mid. They want results: a pesti 
cide that will kill the enemy. They 
also want profif.s: a pesticide that 
will be relativ ely easy and cheap 
to make. The market in pesticides 
Is competitiv e with many large 
chemical companie.s offering their 
wares to the ron.sumer. 
By far the largest consumer of 
these chemicals is the farmer. His 
produce, liv e.stock, milk and crops 
are mea.surcd 
by 
the ton and 
bu.sliel. He will buy insecticides 
by the hundred-pound quantity. He 
will be offered the fir.st crack at 
new criminals. 
It is the homeowner, staggering 
through the house with his fly 
swatter poised, who gets the dregs 
of chemical research. 
“ He’s just not a big enough mnr- 
ikct,” Dr. Stark .said. “ After the 
farmer and dairymen hav e been 
taken care of. then maybe the pest­ 
icide can 
lie 
marketed 
to

homeowner.” 
'llie job of finding an inexpen­ 
siv e but effectiv ely toxic chemical 
is not the most efficient job in 
the world, liescarcli .starts off with 
random tests—any compound, com 
mon 
or 
exotic—on 
represent iv e 
pests. 
The scientists are looking for 
materials that will kill the bug 
but not the animals, plants or hu 
mans who are being attacked. At 
the same time, the chemical must 
be able to be combined with other 
agents. It will hav e to be used as 
a dust, .spray, luiuid. flake. And 
at the same time, the chemical 
will hav e to kill .sev eral kinds of 
pests to be most economical. 
It took Dr, Stark’s .\gricullure 
Chemicals laboratory 4049 long an. 
controlled tests to come up with 
their latest pesticide — Malatiiion 
I And then sample quantities hail 
! to be sent to State and Federal 


laboratories for extensiv e tests be 
fore it could be marketed. 
The gov ernment had to know: 
was it toxic to other things be 
sides the pests; was it compatible 
with other compounds; could it be 
packed and shipped .safely. 
Most important, howev er, were 
the analytical tests that had to be 
dev ised tiy Dr. Stark’s men to 
detect Malatiiion—ev en in minute 
quantities—wheri'v er it might show 
up. If a milk cow becomes sick, 
could it be the new pesticide'' 
There must tu* a te.st to find out. 
In the end, it cost American 
Cyanimid about $1 million to pro 
duee thi.s pesticide that would work 
effectiv ely, cheaply and for a Ibrip 
tirru* after it was applied 
“ Yes.”

A few week s before this testi­ 
mony, McLeod told newsmen the 
goal might not he reached .p artly 
because American sp onsors were 
slow in a.ssuring job.s and housing 
for the refugees.

It was rcp uried 
last month that about 22,000 v isas 
had been issued under the p ro­ 
gram so far and that Edward J.

Dulles Prefers Cheese 1« While iituise y iiail

WASHINGTON — The business-lik e atmosphere of 
Eisenhower's recent luncheon with House leaders 
was brok en when White House waiters brought in 
the main course — quail hash on toast. 
John Foster Dulles politely but firmly declined 
the entree, explaining he was trying to k eep his 
vveight down. 
“ I have been traveling abroad a great deal," 
explained the Secretary of State, “and I’ve been 
eating more than I should — purely as a m atter 
of diplomatic courtesy, of course. 
.As a result, I 
am growing a trifle pudgy in the waist line. 
1 
k now you won’t hold me to any protocol, Mr. Pre­ 
sident, and will let me eat what I want.’’ 
“Certainly,” agreed Ik e. 
“ What would you lik e 
to have'/” 
“ Well, if you have a little cottage cheese in Uie 
refrigerator, it would do very nicely,” replied the 
Secretary of State. 
The I^residenl called a waiter and told him to try 
to find some cottage cheese in the k itchen. .As the 
waiter hurried off. House Majority Leader John 
McCormick of Massachusetts also announced that 
he would appreciate some cottage cheese. 
Mc­ 
Cormick , a devout Catholic, didn't Ixither to ex­ 
plain, but Lenten regulations limit him to meat 
once a day and he was planning to have steak for 
dinner in the evening. 
A few minutes later the waiter returned with only 
one portion of cottage cheese. 
"That’s ail there was,” he reported to his boss, 
the l^resident of the United States. 
An .Alphonse and Gaston .sequence followed as the 
Secretary of State and the House majority leader 
deferred to each other over wlio should eat the 
cheese. 
“ I insist that you eat il, Jotin, ’ said Uulies. 
“ No, no, Mr. Secretary,” demanded McCormick . 
“ I insist that you eat it. 1 only ordered it to k eep 
you company.” 
McCormick won out and the collage cheese wound 
up in front of Dulles, 
'fhe House majonly leader 
unobtrusively pushed the quail hash to one side 
and ate some ¡wtatoes and red cabbage. 


PrinceUin Professor Quizzes 


The two White House lunchtnins with Senate and 
House leaders did not vary much except that at 
the second luncheon Senator Alexander Smith. New 
Jersey Republican and a former Princeton pro­ 
fessor. got tangled up ask ing his own questions. 
His questions were so involved that the President 
stepped in to try to help him re-phrase them. Then 
Secretary Dulles came to the rescue; also tried to 
simplify the question so everyone could under­ 
stand it. 
As fmaliy ironed out apd boiltxi down, Senator 
Smith api>eared to t>e ask ing; “Would the islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu be of any help to the United 
Slate.s in case trouble brok e out again in Korea 
and we had to act there^” 
The answer was: “ No.” 
At both luncheons, the President refused to say 
whether the United States would or would not de­ 
fend the two much-dk scussed off-shore islands. 
“That is a military decision and I will mak e it, 
but I am nut prepared to say now what or when 
it will be,” he told House leaders. He added that 
he did not intend to tip off the Chinese in advance. 
Sc-nators and congressmen got the distinct im­ 


pression — tliough this was not staled — that there 
had been no decision on this highly important, 
highly delicate point. 
Note — Ever since the National Security Council 
met in Denver last September, the joint chiefs of 
staff have been trying to get the President to give 
them a decision on whether or not we will defend 
these small islands. 
And it was to nudge Ik e’s 
elbow and mak e him come to a decision that Ad­ 
m iral Radford, chairman of the joint chiefs, got 
Admiral Carney to give his historic press briefing 
at which he let drop April 15 as the estimated date 
when the Reds would attack . 
The military have 
feared that if we pull out of Quemoy and Matsu 
at the last minute it will look lik e a defeat and 
lose face for use in the entire Orient. Hence they 
have wanted a decision. 
Opposes Admiral Carney 
House leaders were told that there had been 
some “siHirudic firing” by Chinese artillery trom 
the Chinese muiiiland, but the President explained 
this might have been aimed at creating ten.sion. 
It did not 
neces.sarily 
mean that the Red.s were 
ready for war. 
“The .situation is admittedly dangerous,” he .said 
in brief, “hut it i.s by no mean.s hopeless — as .some 
people seem to think .” 
He added that he was quite optimistic about 
Europe, where conditions were greatly improving. 
Without naming names, tiie President placed him­ 
self in opjMisition to the estimate of chief of naval 
operations, .Admiral Carney, that the Reds would 
attack on .April 15. 
Inside fact is that army intelligence places the 
attack date at around April 13, while Central Intelli­ 
gence figures the attack will come in June 
The 
President apparently sided with the Cl.A estimate 
However, both intelligence agencies agree Lliat. re­ 
gardless of the date, an attack will he made on 
Quemoy and Matsu 
“ If war does break ,” Eisenhower summarized, 
“the Communists will pick their own time. 
We 
can't be sure when it will be, but we don’t think il 
will happen very soon." 
\ o Rigger Army 
One of the most important questions Eisenhower 
was ask ed — this one at the Senate luncheon — 
was whether he would agree to a Big Four confer­ 
ence. 
Senator George of Georgia, who recently 
urged such a conference was especially interested 
The President was not categoric in his reply, 
but indicated that he would he willing to sit down 
with Marshal Bulganin of Russia and with tl\c 
French and British sometime later — probably in 
.November. 
This tits in with current Republican strategy to 
hold the conference at a time considerably removed 
from Senator George's recent suggestion so that 
the Democrats can’t tak e credit for inspiring the 
meeting. 
Another important question a.sk ed at both lunch­ 
eons was whether in view of the military crisis in 
the Far East, the President would abandon his 
cuts in the size of the army, 
in each case, Ik e gave an emphatic no. 
“The army is big enough for present or contem­ 
plated emergencies.” he said. 
"However, if the 
situation changes radically and we are compelled to 
send a considerable number of troops overseas, we 
would in that event have to increase our reserves 
at home.”

The President 
deplored .speculation about the pos­ 
sibility of war in the Far East. 
Such speculation, he said, didn’t 
serve the cau.se of peace. 
Pre.siderit Eisenhower also dis­ 
counted the lik elihood of an at­ 
tack on the offshore islands during 
April. “ If anyone is predicting it 
will he that soon, and can give 
me logical reasons for believing 
if will be that soon, they have 
information that I do not have,” 
the President said. 
That left Admiral Robert Car­ 
ney, Navy Chief of Staff, out on 
a lonely limb. Last week he told 
a group of newsmen an attack by 
mid-April was certainly possible, 
and perhaps probable. He said 
the Chicorns had men and planes 
enough to hit the .Matsu group, 
according to 
newsmen 
present 
The entire interview, incidentally, 
was an “off the record” affair. 
The 
White House struck back 
immediately'. At another “off the; 
record and don’t quote me” affair. 
Presidential press secretary James 
Haggerty disputed Carney’s asser­ 
tions. Haggerty told newsmen pre.s- 
ent that I’resident Eisenhower did­ 
n’t believe the Chicorns had con­ 
centrated sufficient force to attack 
the Mat.su group by mid-April. In 
short, Haggerty challenged Car­ 
ney’s facts as well as his e.stimate 
of the situation.

WASHINGTON (.fi-PBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover said today the 
nation’s large jities have not in­ 
creased their police strength to 
k eep pace with a higher crime 
rate. 
Noting that statistics show heavi­ 
ly populated areas to be the fa­ 
vorite hunting ground of crim i­ 
nals. he said: 
“The 
average 
1.5 police em­ 
ployes per 1,000 inhabitants in the 
10,000 to 25.000 ¡population) cate­ 
gory increases to only 1.7 in cities 
with a maximum of 250 . (Xkì, and 
to 2.3 in those over that popula­ 
tion figure 
“Assuredly, police agencies must 
have sufficient forces to guarantee 
the welfare of the citi'zens under 
their jursidiction. Certainly it is 
sound strategy to tak e up the chal­ 
lenge presented by the growing 
problem in the major cities of the 
country.’’ 
Hoover expressed his views in a 
signed editorial in the FBI Law 
Enforcement 
Bulletin, which 
is 
circulated 
to 
police 
agencies 
throughout the country. 
“The average citizen runs far 
greater risk of being victimized 
by the vicious or stealthy crimi­ 
nal in the heavily populated cities 
than in the smaller urban com­ 
munities,” he said, asserting that 
a principal reason is “that the 
I number of police officers in the 
large cities has not k ept pace with 
the higher crime rate.” 


Although he was the real head

For the British people he was 
a vivid and sturdy bridge between 
the past and the present and, per­ 
haps, the future. 
No man of his time had a great­ 
er sense of history. It w’as for­ 
tunate for his countrymen in their 
time of troubles. He could mak e 
them feel through his language, 
which was rooted in history, a di­ 
rect 
connection 
with 
their 
an- 
cesters. 
He was not an architect of 
a 
new world. He may have dreamed 
of being one before he got too 
old. He had hoped for a big con­ 
ference, which might have brought 
peace, between himself, President 
Eisenhower and the Ru.ssians. 
Time marched over him and the 
dream faded. But if he could not 
remak e the world at least he did 
his best to hold together the one 
he k new until other men came 
along who had more time to try 
to improve on it. if they didn’t 
destroy it first.

science. It lies with you 
"How can 1 cut down the death j 
rate of cancer?” you ask Simply 
by taking periodic tests to see if 
you have cancer. 
"But why should I go to all that 
trouble’” most people inquire 
If 
I had cancer, wouldn't 1 at least 
suspect it?” 
In 
many 
instances, 
yes, 
in 
many. no. Cancer has its warning 
signals, but often they are masked 
A thorough physical checkup, how­ 
ever. will usually disclose them. 
But are such physical exanuna 
Hons statistically worthwhile for 
people who have no real reason 
to suspect they have cancer” I he 
answer to 
that, 
of course, 
lies 
strictly with the individual. How 
important is it to him to be sure 
he is free of cancer? 
Here are a few figures from the 
American 
( ancer 
Society 
that 
might affect your own decision 
There will he about a hall a mil 
lion new cases of cancer in the 
t mted States this year, and some 
700 000 people will be under treat 
merit for cancer 
During the year 235,000 Amen 
cans will die of cancer, or about 
one every two minutes. 
But note this tigure every sev 
(’ii minutes last year an American 
died of earner who might have 
been saved if properly treated in 
time 
The 
estimated 
needless 
deaths for 1954 —75,000. 
An equal number — one every 
seven minutes. 75,000 ior the year 
—were probably 
saved because 
treatment did begin in time There 
are now an estimated 400.000 liv 
mg \mencans saved from cancer 
who have remained tree of turthei 
symptoms at least five years 


The situation now 
Of every four 
persons stricken with cancer, tw-o 
will die because science cannot yet 
cure them, one will undergo treat 
ment and survive, one will die who 
could have been saved- if treated 
in time 
Those are the bald inescapable 
odds 
Rut what are your chances 
of being stricken v*iih cancer” 
Ironically, as medical men learn 
to 
quell 
other 
diseases, 
your 
chances 
of 
getting 
cancer in 
crease They used to lie one out of 
every five The American Cancer 
Society this year says they are 
now one out of four. 
Here are a lew of its estimates 
based on the current situation 
More than 40 million Americans 
now living will develop cancer, 24 
million will die of it 
Cancer will strike in two of every 
three families. 
It isn't merely a disease of old 
age, as many people still believe 
illalf the cancer deaths are in peo 


In the past two or three weeks 
there has been a few more than 
the average number of cases of 
infectious hepatitis or yellow jaun 
dice in this area There is nothing 
alarming about this increase and 
it has in no way approached epi­ 
demic proportions ac cording to the 
Pettis County Medical Association 
Infectious hepatitis is a virus 
disease which affects primarily the 
liver, causing changes in this organ 
Ihat results in jaundice in varying 
degrees In years past it was call 
cd yellow jaundice, a very descrip 
tive term, and sporadic cases have 
occurred for many years. 
It is 
primarily a disease of the younger 
age groups. However, the older 
groups can contact the disease 
The disease usually starts with 
loss of appetite fatigue, vague ab 
dominal complaints, occasionally 
nausea, vomiting and fever 
The 
incubation period may be two to 
three weeks and the disease usually 
runs its course in about the same 
length «if time There are usually 
no ill effects 
or 
complications 
However 
individuals having the 
disease should remain quiet in bed 
There is no specific medication 
to shorten its course 
Studies done by the health de 
partment indicate that inoculation 
with gamma globulin before or j 
soon after exposure may prevent! 
or lessen tit«* severity of the dis­ 
ease I! has been shown that mass 
inoculation, inoculation of a whole 
school, is of little or no value, 
and is best reserved for family, 
contacts. However, even then its, 
value is questioned by many medi­ 
cal authorities 
The best 
preventive measures 
are to pay particular attention to 
; sanitary measures and personal 
hygiene and health such as avoid­ 
ing undue fatigue and slrict atten­ 
tion to washing hands after toilet 
Gamma globulin is available at 
the district health office here in 
Sedalia, should your family physi­ 
cian advise it for family contacts. 
It is available a! no cost. However, 
your family physician may make 
a reasonable charge for giving the 
v act inc.
